As I was saying, I was In a state of ecstacy that night and for 
tha next week, for on each of those successive nights, the same 
perfectly formed and hungry figure would descend as if from 
heavens gate and, there in the darkness, show me delights no aortal 
van should know.

Once, early on, I remember starting to light a 
cigarette, only to have her grab the Batch from me and toss it 
into a corner. I presumed she did not care for the odor of to- 
bacco. During the daylight hours, I would try to catch her eye 
to exchange a knowing glance, or some sign of recognition with 
her, but she remained as aloof as ever, not once casting her eyes 
in my direction. Extremely discreet, I thought. On the other 
hand, whenever I found myself around the other two girls, they 
would often glance over their shoulders at me and giggle amongst 
themselves.

At that moment we heard the high, whistling of incoming mortar- fire 
and heavy artillery. The farmer to which I had been speaking 
only a second before in front of me-* now laid sprawled and mangled 
yards away, and before I lost consciousness, I thought I heard 
wild, desparate animal screams from the high loft of the blazing 
barn.
